Drawing the Line 


Although most of us have not de- 
cided what our life’s work will be, 
we have tried to prepare for the 
fields that interest us. For many stu- 
dents, taking drafting at the Voca- 
tional School is a big step towards 
intelligently preparing for the fu- 
ture. 

Drafting is considered basic to all 
shop and technical courses. In a 
technical civilization such as ours,

there are many fine opportunities in 
technical and mechanical fields. As 
junior Chad Williams put it, *‘Draft- 
ing 1s a great experience for me. I’m 
getting hands-on experience in the 
career field of my choice.

Drafting addresses the shapes of 
actual objects, drawing them not on- 
ly as they appear, but also as they 
exist in space. According to senior 
Brian Fisher, *‘Accuracy is one of 
the main objectives in drafting. It’s 
an exact means of expression.” 


To make the job a little easier, 
students now use Computer Aided 
Drafting. CAD is actually a tool that 
makes drafting jobs far easier and 
more accurate. 

If you try to describe in words 
how to build a footstool, a machine 
or a house, you will find it’s nearly 
impossible to accurately and com- 
pletely explain without a drawing.
